Culture  For  the  home  garden  a convenient  bed  is  about  six  feet 
wide,  with  a path  on  either  side.  This  will  require  six  rows,  one 
foot  apart,  and  a bed  of  that  width  50  feet  long  will  be  ample  for 
an  ordinary  family,  requiring  about  one  lb.  of  seed.  Propagated 
from  the  seed  it  requires  about  three  years  to  become  full  bearing, 
but  once  established  it  is  good  for  twenty  years.  Sow  in  drills  a 
foot  apart  and  when  the  plants  are  about  four  inches  high  they  should 
be  thinned  to  nine  inches  in  the  row.  Care  should  be  taken  the  first 
year  to  keep  all  weeds  from  the  bed,  otherwise  they  will  destroy 
the  young  seed.  By  using  roots  to  start  the  bed  it  will  come  in 
bearing  in  two  years  and  would  require  about  500  to  set  the 
above  mentioned  bed.
